PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and.  Councillors,  Kertforl  Rural  District. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Wright  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
Hertford  Rural  District  for  the  year  l93?. 

The  pass;  year  has  been  a relat  ively  nealthy  one  with  no  large 
outbreaks  cf  Li  the  Rural  District.  There  has  been  a increase 

of  1*5%  in  the  population  and  the  birth  rate  has  fallen  by  2*83%  per 
1,000  population  over  last  year. 

There  has  been  only  one  new  case  of  tuberculosis  leaving  57  persons 
on  the  register.  Lias s -radiography  is  being  used  to  detect  cases  in  the 

adult  population.  The  Unit  visited  Benington  with  a very  good  response 
from  the  inhabitants  and  this  has  encouraged  us  to  make  arrangements  for 
further  visits  of  this  Unit.  Skin  testing  and  BC  9 innoculation  is  being 
carried  out  on  children  prior  to  them  leaving  school  and  this  should 
further  reduce  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis. 

There  has  been  an  intensive  campaign  to  get  all  expectant  mothers 
and  persons  under  2 6 years  of  age  immunized  against  poliomyelitis.  The 
response  has  been  very  good  and  there  have  been  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
in  this  area  in  the  past  year.  The  age  level  of  eligible  persons  has 
recently  been  raised  to  40  but  so  far  parents  are  obviously  more  ready 
to  get  their  children  immunized  than  they  are  to  get  protected  themselves. 

I should  like  to  thank  your  Council  and  my  colleagues  for  all  the 
help  I have  received  during  the  Year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  HERTFORD  RURAL. 


Laboratory  Service. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  Cambridge. 

In  emergency,  certain  (Medical)  specimens  can  be  examined  at  the 
Laboratory  of  the  HeriVrd  County  Hospital,  Hertford,  Herts. 


County  Council  Healtr.  Services . 

The  following  County  Council  Services  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  194&  are  available  in  the  District.  Full  details  can  be 
obtained  from  the  County  Medical  Officer,  County  Hall,  Hertford. 

Home  Nursing,  Midwifery,  Health  Visiting  and  Welfare  Centres. 

Number  of  Nurses  : A*  Welfare  Centres  : 7. 

Mobile  Clinics  : 2. 

Vaccinations, Diphtheria,  chopping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis  Immunisations . 

Medical  Officer's  at  the  Welfare  Centres  will  vaccinate  or  immunise 
babies  at  the  request  of  parents.  Family  Doctors  will  also  provide  this 
prophylaxis  free  of  charge. 

Home  and  Domestic  Help. 

Applications  for  this  Service  should  be  addressed  to  the  Local 
Organiser  at  21,  Bull  Plain,  Hertford.  (Telephone  : Hertford  3232). 

A charge  may  be  made  for  this  service,  in  accordance  with  the 
County  Council’s  assessment  scale. 

Care  and  After-Care. 

Applications  for  recuperative  holidays,  if  recommended  by  the  Medical 
Attendant  should  be  made  to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Equipment  can  be  issued  on  loan  to  patients  being  nursed  at  home. 

A medical  Loan  Depot  has  been  established  at  the  Durrant  Hall,  Mill  Bridge, 
Hertford  but  will  shortly  be  at  the  health  centre  at  Bull  Plain,  Hertford. 

A charge  may  be  made  for  both  the  above  services. 
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Ambulance  Service 


There  is  an  Ambulance  Station  at  Hertford  (Telephone  : Hertford 
222 2).  Except  in  emergency,  an  ambulance  should  be  ordered  by  a 

Medical  Practiti oner. 

Day  Nurseries. 

There  is  no  Day  nursery  in  the  Hertford  Rural  district.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA  » 

REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  HEALTH  INSPECTOR, 

I or  the  Year  1959* 


Introduction. 

The  Year  under  review  was  again  a Year  of  steady  although  unspectacular 
progress  towards  attainment  of  a satisfactory  standard  of  environmental 
hygiene.  It  is  satisfying  to  record  that  the  number  of  Improvement 
Grant  applications  continued  on  a relatively  high  level  and  in  a number 
Of  cases  properties  subject  to  JDemolitipn  Orders,  were  improved  by  the  Owners 
up  to  a very  satisfactory  standard.. 

Water _ Supplies. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  period  under  review  arrangements,  were  being 
made  to  facilitate  the  disposal  of  the  Council’s  water  undertaking  to 
the  newly  formed  Lee  Valley  Water  Go.  The  Council  resolved  that  prior 
to  the  taking  over  of  the  water,  undertaking  water  would  be  supplied  to 
seven  more  properties  which  previously  had.  no  mains  supply.  The  Council 
agreed  to  assist  the  Owners  by  paying  a grant. 

Throughout  the  year  there  were  only  one  or  two  miner  interruptions 
to  the  mains  supply  and  generally  in  spite  of  the  very  hot  and  prolonged 
summer  the  supply  comfortably  exceeded  demand. 

In  order  to  ensure  purity  of  the  water  regular  sample?  were  taken 
at  widely  differing  points  on  the  supply-  system  and  these  were  sent  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cambridge  for  bacteriological  examination* 

The  result  of  these  laboratory  examinations  are  tabulated  below  ;«• 

Satisfactory  - 57. 

Unsatisfactory  - 14, 

In  the  case  of  samples  not  reaching  the  highest  bacteriological 
standards  all  of  which  were  recorded  as  "unsatisfactory"  arrangements 
were  made  for.  immediate  follow  up  samples  to  be.  taken  and*  in  each  case 
these  proved,  completely  satisfactory. 

There  was  in  fact  no  sample  which,  suggested  "the  possibility  of 
serious  pollution  and  all  samples  would  have  been  regarded  as  quite 
satisfactory  for  drinking  purposes  except  in  relation  to  the 
necessarily  high  standards  against  vdiich.  public  supplies  are  required 
to  satisfy.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Council  have  continued  their  policy  of  providing  main  drainage 
in  as  many  Parishes  as  possible.  During  the  Year  work  on  laying  new  sewers 
in  the  Parish  of  Y/atton-at-Stone  was  commenced  and  when  this  work  is  completed 
the  out  moded  outfall  will  cease  to  be  used  and  the  new  sewers  will  discharge 
into  the  Stevenage  Trunk  Sewer.  Work  also  commenced  during  the  Year  on  the 
Stapleford  sewerage  scheme. 

Cesspool  Emptying, 

During  the  Year  it  was  possible  to  arrange  for  improved  disposal  points 
for  the  cesspool  emptier  contents  and  although  the  demand  for  this  service  has 
remained  as  in  the  previous  year  virtually  static,  the  service  has  not  been 
lander  the  severe  pressure  that  it  had  been  under  during  a number  of  the  post 
war  years.

Improvement  Grants. 


Grants  totalling  £10,133  were  made  by  the  Council  to  property 
owners  wishing  to  improve  and  modernise  old  property.  The  number 
of  grants  made  was  28  which  involved  28  properties.  In  a number  of 
cases  it  was  intended  to  convert  two  or  more  old  cottages  into  one 
larger  house. 

Housing  progress.

7 
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Public  Health  Act,  1936 


The  public  reaction  to  a Public  Health  nuisance  is  still  such 
that  although  a number  of  Public  Health  nuisances  were  investigated 
during  the  year  they  were  again  abated  without  resource  to  statutory 
action. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

As  in  previous  years  sewers  were  treated  whenever  possible  in 
accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  recommendation  to  ensure  destruction  of 
rats  but  no  major  infestations  were  reported.  Staff  shortages  have 
on  occasions  delayed  this  work.
